Members of the Anglo-French finan- 
cial commission and American bank- 
ers working for the success of the 
proposed billion dollar credit loan to 
Great Britain and France have some- 
what different ideas, it. became known 
today, as to some of the terms govern- 
ing the loan, chief of which is reported 
to be the rate of interest. 


Differ Over Interest. 
The commission is reported to be- 
lieve the maximum rate of interest 
should be five per cent. 


Many American bankers believe the 
mammoth issue should yield at least 
five and one-half per cent, while there 
is some talk of requiring six per cent. 
Members of the commission seemed 
well satisfied today with the progress 
made thus far. 
Millions in pledges, 
it is reported, have already been se- 
cured, and more pledges were tenta- 
tively assured. .Negotiations, it was 
said, had reached the stage where an 
authoritative statement from the com- 
mission would be 
issued soon, per- 
haps tonight. 


May Get Canadian Backing.

If 'Great Britain 


is roused to a realization of the fact 
that she must put forth every effort 
and even put. aside a few traditions if 
she is to triumph in the present war, 
it will be due in no small measure to 
the clarion calls of the minister of 
munitions. 


He doesn't mince things in the least. 


He lays no healing unction to British 
self-consplacency. He doesn't utter a 
syllable in support of the ancient doc- 
trine that the British Empire is bound 
somehow to muddle through. On the 
contrary, he holds bluntly up before 
the country the possibility of a disas- 
trous defeat— of the destruction of all 
that is dear to the British heart if the 
British patriotism does not rise to the 
occasion. 


Whatever others may think about 


what Great Britain has already done 
in the present war, the little Welsh- 
man does not 
think she has done 


enough. He pays a tribute to France 
in the preface of a 
volume of his 


speeches just published and says that 
that heroic nation cannot be expected 
to bear much more of the burden. 
And what he thinks of the part Rus- 
ria has played is sufficiently set forth 
in the statement that "for over twelve 
months, despite deficiencies in equip- 
ment, Russia has absorbed the ener- 
gies of half of the German and four- 
fifths of the Austrian forces." 


Great Britain must bear the weight 


that has fallen 
from 
the Russian 


shoulders as a result of the retreat of 
the Russian forces. 
She must arm,

at home, but expenses have been pil- 
ing up and the fact is now disclosed 
that our government is running be- 
hind to the tune of $450,000 a day, 
wbich means a yearly deficit of $170,- 
eoo.ooo. 


This, in spite of the fact that a war

Lou of Warsaw and the Destruction 


of Cities by Soldiers Before Rus- 


sians Is Resented by Poland. 


[BY ASSOCIATED TRESS.] 


Stockholm, 
Sweden, Sept. 
14.— 


Whatever military strategists may de- 
cide is the actual importance of the 
Russian loss of western Poland and 
the fall of Warsaw, by the Poles them- 
selves it is regarded as nothing but 
the bitterest tragedy. 
Six months ago 
the Russian Poles, in spite of their 
losses and suffering and the complete 
devastation of the most 
productive 
portions of their country, still clung 
hopefully to the promise wbich Rus- 
sia had held out to them at the be- 
ginning of the war. But with the 
gradual encroachment of the German 
armies, this assurance has wavered— 
not so much becaues they 
doubted 
Russia's good faith as because they 
questioned her ability to enforce the 
Grand Duke's proclamation. 
With 
the loss of the Polish capital it may 
be said that this waning hope which 
alone lifted Russian Poland out of ab- 
solute despair, has expired. 


An Associated Press correspondent 
talked with representative Poles of all 
classes from the aristocracy to the 
peasantry, as they fled from Warsaw 
to. interior points in Russia. The up- 
permost feeling was one of ill-con- 
cealed resentment against the Rus- 
sians. 


Recent Insults. 
In the recent retreat-from the region 
around Warsaw, the Russian army, 
having learned a lesson from Lodz, 
where the resources of the city were 
converted to' German use, decided 
upon a policy of destroying all prop- 
erty about whose use by the Germans 
there was the slightest question. It 
was hardly to be expected that

Poles, homeless, pauperized, and with- 
! out any idea of where or how they 
were going to live, would preserve a 
judiciously calm view of this action 
by the Russian army.

Lost Money and Goods. 


An person finding any money 
or 
goods to. the value of S3 or more and 
not knowing the owner, shall within 
five days give written notice to Ihe 
town clerk and also post up notices 
m two public places in the town. 
An person finding money or goods 
ot. the value of $10 or 
more 
shall 
within fifteen days put. a notice of 
the finding in a newspaper published 
in the county. 


The owner by proving property and 
paying charges within one year to 
the town clerk may have the money 
or goods back. 


If no owner appear within one vear 
the finder shall pay one-half of "the 
value of the property to the 
town 
treasurer after 
deducting 
charges 
and may then keep the property. 


If the finder shall neglect to give 
notice he shall be liable for the "full 
value of the goods or money, half to 
the town and half to the person who 
shall sue for the same. He shall also 
be responsible to the owner.

Chief Naval Constructor,—Electric 


Vessel* the Latett,

Washington, 
Sept. 16. — Radical 
changes In the type of new submarines 
to be built for Uncle Sam's navy are 
b.eing worked out by the chief naval 
constructor. 
Navy officials admitted 
today that some new wrinkles in sub- 
mersibles probably would be adopted 
when Congress authorizes the propos- 
ed new fleet of undersea craft which 
will represent the latest thought in 
such construction. 
Especial attention is being given, 
Secretary. Daniels states, to the/ques- 
tion of submarine construction. 
A 
corps of experts, at home and abroad, 
are collecting information to be as- 
similated in the next new U. S. sub- 
marine. 


Electric propulsion is tee latest in 
submarines, according to the present 
determination of the naval construc- 
tors. It is probable that electric mo- 
tors may be used exclusively in the 
future. 
Naval authorities also con- 
template divesting the present fleet of 
submarines of gas engines and sub- 
stituting electric po.wer. 
One difficulty in the way of U. SV 


naval progress in building submarines 
is the "patent monopoly" which con- 
fines this government to one type of 
submersible. 
This is the lake -type., 
•While other types with some most, de- 
sirable features are being built. Secre- 
tary Daniels says the government nev- 
er has been able to reach satisfactory 
terms with patentees of other subma- 
rines than the Lake variety. Nego- 
tiations are in progress, however, by 
which the government may be able 
to adopt some of the more desirable 
features: of other patterns. 


The government, would not be bar- 
red from using the other submarine 
patents in case the U. S. became in- 
volved in war. however, according :o 
Secretary Daniels. He admitted that 
the government would not hesitate to 
appropriate the submarine patents and 
use. them in building its own subma- 
rines in time of war. 
Compensation 
would be given 
the 
patentees, 
of 
course, or they could resort to the 
courts—but after the government had 
received, the benefit of submersible 
patents; 
The government, according 
to Secretary Daniels, would not hes- 
itate to adopt such a policy, as a mat- 
ter of defense in a time of national 
peril, without regard to the contract 
and patent rights of patentees. 
Secretary Daniels hopes that Con- 
gress will eventually authorize con- 
struction by the government itself of 
all of its submarines. It is now build- 
ing some on the Paciac coast, 
the 
only government plant 
at 
present 
equipped for submarine construction. 
These are of the oil burning .type. 
"Speeding up" private contractors 
on government submarine contracts is 
another innovation promised by 
the 
Secretary. 
He will insist that con- 
tracts given private concerns stipulate 
auicker delivery. The Secretary 
be- 
lieves that in the past contractors 
have been slow about completing the 
government craft. 
He cites the in- 
stance of the ill-fated F-4, which sank 
last March outside Honolulu harbor. 
This boat was only two years old. 
having been commissioned 
in' 1913, 


but five years elapsed before

press authorized her construction and 
the date, in 1913. "when she was de- 
livered to the navy.

Agreement That Japanese Subjects. 


Shall (Have Rights of Missionary 


Propaganda In China Causes. 


Mild (Revolt;

Peking, Sept. 16.— "China agrees 
that Japanese subjects shall have the 
right of missionary 
propaganda 
in 
China." 


This apparently 
simple statement, 
which was article seven of group five 
in the recent demadns Japan made up- 
on China, has created much commo- 
tion in China and is the subject of 
hot discussion in the-press.

All«of the demands 
made 
under 


group five were 
waived temporarily 


by Japan. 
Mr. Hioki, the Japanese 
Minister, 
said: 
"As relates to -the 


question of the right-of missionary 
propaganda, .the same shall be taken 
up again for negotiation in future." 


The missionary propaganda referred 
to ir the treaty was the preaching of 
Buddhism, and the announcement in 
Chinese, papers that Japanese 
Budd- 
hists will probably soon send delega- 
tions to China to press their claim for 
permission to .preach Japanese Budd- 
hism to the Chinese is causing uneasi- 
ness. 


Chinese newspapers frankly say the 
movement is purely political and that 
the Japanese hope to send 
so-called 


religious leaders 
who 
will 
extend 
Japan's influence. 
There are more 
than forty Chinese treaty'ports where 
Japanese missionaries could carry on 
their work without interference and 
the papers are pointing out that Japa- 
nese Buddhists should
